The New Wostminstor letter of tho 
XiOndoQ Morning Post, whiob nppeftred 
in these oolamns a few days ngo, dia- 
clnaod one important fact, viz., that 
thoro will be a fresh deficit in the pub- 
lio accounts at the end of the year of 
$250,000 ! This largo eum, added to 
tho amount already owing, will swell 
tho Colony's iudobtodnoss to tha onor-* 
mous figure of $1,350 000 I As tho 
■talemont unqiioetionably emanates 
from an official soarco, and is evidently 
" by authority," wo arc bound to ac- 
cept it as being at least not an exag- 
geration of tho estimated amount of 
tho defioioncy. Wo are not, however, 
equally bound to accept tho cxplana-^ 
tion of tbo correspondent, aa to how 
this deficiency was occasioned, as 
equally correct, for the reason that we 
have at band the means of oonvicting 
him of at least an utter ignorance of 
the oaaseB from which the evil has re- 
snlted. The correspondent saye that 
the defioieDoj is *' mainly attributa>< 
ble to the extraordinary omissioa of 
the Home Government, while framing 
the Imperial Act of Union, to tele- 
graph or give timely notice of tho 
passing of the bill to the British 
Columbian Govammeot," for daring 
the " three months " (the aotaal time 
was three months and a half) that 
elapsed between tho passing of the 
bill and the proclamation of Union 
hero, on the lO^.h of November, 1866, 
"Victoria speculators" took advantage 
of the "Free Port" to '« lay in at 
least a year's stock for tho whole 
united Colony of liquors, tobacco and 
other goods," thus depriving the 
revenue of the benefit of the Customs 
duties upon these goods. If the three 
months were of such vital importanco 
to the future well-being of tho Colony, 
Governor Sefmour might have 8bort» 
ened the period by at leaat a fortnight, 
bad he done what a wise ruler would 
have done, prepared his Union pro^ 
olamalion before arriving and Issued 
it on the day euoceeding the one on 
wbleh be landed here. Bat what was 
the policy pursued ? A fortnight 
elapned between the arrival of tho 
Governor und the appearance of the 
proclamation — two weeks fraught 
with momentous consequences to tbo 
revenue, if tho Morning Post's cot- 
respondent is to be bolievod — during 
which period " Victoria speculators" 
(groat stress is laid upon this term in 
the letter !) had ample opportunity to 
"lay in" largo additions to their 
stocks. Wo contend, however, tbiit 
the correspondent has boon guilty of 
a misstntomont, and will bring facts 
and figures to convict him. In the 
first place, during tbo "throe months" 
in which suob diro mischief was 
wrought to the revenue by ''Victoria 
Bpeculators," only two ships arrived 
frona England at Victoria. They 
wore the U. B. Co.'e bark Prince of 
Wales" and the ship "KoyalTar." 
Both ships landed full cargoes ; but 
the merchandise they brought was 
oidered months previous to the pas> 
sing of tbo Act of Union. The Koyal 
Tar sailed from London four months 
and tho Prince of Wales two months, 
before the Union Act was introduced 
into Parliament. Tho cargo of tlio 
first-named eliip was laid on our 
wliarvos in October ; while that of tho 
Princo of Wales was not entered at 
tho Custora-houso until tho 31st of 
October — both of which, had Mr 
Seymour possessed tho ordinary 
ability of a business man, ho might 
have avoided by returning prompily 
to his post. Tho Union Act reooivud 
tho Eoyal assent on tho 6lh August, 
1866. On tbo l7tb of the same month 
Governor Seymour should havo been 
on his return to this Colony, From 
that day until the 5th of Oet'obor 
ample lime was afforded, in whi.oti to 
reaoh the Colony ; his proolamas 
tion could have appeared on the day 
iollowingi and thus one month and a 
half of the '< three months" might have 
again been saved and tbo two cargoes 
referred to would havo boon subject to 
tho TarilF. Tiiua we see that even 
with tho extraordinary omission of 
tbo Homo Government to announce 
tho passing of tho Act by telegraph, 
M.r Seymour was alone to blame for 
tho loss of at least ono mouth and a., 
half of precious time, tbo import- 
ance of which, however, is greatly 
overstated by the writer, as will be

It will bo observed from tho above 
that tho imports during tho three 
months of 18G5 exceeded the iinpf^rts 
of the corresponding period in 1866 
by $85.948 — a circumstance which 
furnishes a positive contradiction of 
the assertion of iho correspondent oi 
tho Post. It is quite true that in the 
month of October, 1866, a quantity of 
tobaooD, groceries and flour were pru- 
dent Ij Imported from California to 
escape tbo coming tariff — a oiroam'> 
stance which, bad the Governor been 
hero or attending to his duty might 
havo boen proventod ; but the quantity 
was insufficient to affect the revenue 
more than 820,000, and it is untrue 
to assort that " liquors" woro imported 
during tho same period in large quan., 
titles, or in any quantity at all. It 
is well known that tho amount of 
liquor brought, by tho " lioyal Tar'' 
and tho "Princo of Wales'' was loss 
than constituted the average of the 
cargo of nearly every previous ship 
from JSngland. The market of Vic- 
toria was choked with liquors at tho 
time. It had been overstocked with 
liquor.-i for two years. Tho auction 
rooms were full of spirits and ales 
whijh woro sold far, far below 
first cost in London, Times were 
" hard," and neither " Victoria specu- 
lators" nor speculators from abroad 
had the moans to invest largely in tho 
purchase of articles so unsaleable. A 
few stocks were augmented and held 
for a rise after Union ; but, as a gen- 
eral rale, until very recently, liquors 
and ales have been sold at a great 
sacrifice, simply because the market 
w.ib overstocked with tlio accumulated 
imports of several years under the 
free port system. We contend, tboro« 
foro, that the position oi the PosVs cor- 
respondent is untenable. First, if wo 
give him tho benefit of h\R assertion 
that had telegraphic notico of Union 
been sent a larga amount of rov- 
ODUO would havo boon securod, which 
was irretrievably lost, wo have shown 
that Mr Seymour might havo arrived 
— ayo, ought to have arrived — in tho 
country one month and a-half before 
ho really did arrive, and ih it ho could 
havo thus at least seoarod tho duties 
on October's imports, which foot up 
$326, u30. Second, wo havo shown 
that so far from the a-isertion that an 
unusual qtianiity of goods was im.> 
ported daring the three months (and 
a -half) intervening between the pas- 
sago of the Act and the Proclamation 
ol Union, being correct, the total of the 
imports daring that period was $85,- 
948 less than for the corresponding 
period in 1865. The letter in tho Post 
was written with an objent. It was in- 
tended to excuse the wilful neglect ol 
business and the oxtravigance of tbo 
Executive to which alono is truthfully 
to be attributed tho lamentable 
stale into which the Colony has fallen. 
The letter is unmisiakeably a bantling 
of thoColonial Secretary or of some one 
assisting him. A deficiency of S250,- 
0001 More than one-third less rev- 
onue than tho cstiruuto ! We say no 
thi"gof iho wondorlul financial ability 
of Mr Birch when ho mude so groat a 
blunder iu tho estimated revenue. Ho 
may bo a vory, very shrewd man ; 
but if this be a sample of his ability, 
heaven preserve the Colony from any 
further esorcise of it.

The Ileal Mcaiiiug of llio Recuuslruc- 
tiou Acts ol (U)n;,'rcisai 

[From tbo Houml Tubln.) 

The plain meaning of the pseudo-Recon- 
Etruoliou acts of CongresH, now being pubhed 
to their most rnarcilesg consuminaiion, ia 
simply this .' — First — To rogislar intlie.Sou'h 
tho cutira negro popuhition and such whites 
as may unite with tbeoi in sapporticg tbe 
radical party in Congress. Second — To pro- 
hibit the registration of tho 'nHt mnjority of 
tho whiles wlio havo a real imcre.^t in the 
quiet nnd prosperity ol !ho coiilry. Third — 
To submit to the voters of tho Slates thus 
rei,'isterod tho question wlielher thay will or 
will not hold a conventiuu lor tho reconstruc- 
tioD of their Slates under the OoDgieesional 
plan. Under Ibis mode of procedure it may 
be seen what a hopelul future in belora tliu 
South and the whole couolry. Kilh;:r Itiu 
States will vote lor convention or lor no coo"' 
venlioD. Tho white vote will Ija largely 
ca^t against conventiou ; for tho preaont mi." 
itary role, with all its disauvaniagos, at leatt 
affords protuotiou, while recoDstructioo such 
as hiis been perpetrated in the Slate of Ten- 
nessee givoM little proteclion but to negro 
brigimda. Tho radieul whiles and tho negro 
voters who are interested lu aubvoriing all 
decent rule and authority will of course unito 
in favor of convention. Now, suppose — 
altbuugh tho case is hardly poEsible— that 
tbo convention 18 by sacb a mockery ol 
BulTrage rejiHited. Then tho radicals will 
avail themselves of tha cry of Souihcrn coni- 
tuinaey ; Mr Stevens' ' mild confiscation ' is 
brought into play ; tho S )uth is whol y niircd 
by this villainuus atrocity for merely saying, 
as our generous Uongresa hus invitee! Iier to 
say, that she prefers tbe rule of military 
satraps to tbe harder rule of uniastrncied 
negroes and braves. On the other hand, 
suppose — and this is tho only supposition 
by the registration wbieh is being rnudo — 
that a convention is desired. Then it is 
oraclically a negro convention. It will 
frame a constitution that will thro^v tbo 
whole power of tho State into the hands of 
negroes and white men who hope to profit by 
the suifrugo of negroaa. The proseripiion ol 
white men will be more 8\vee|ping ttiun 
Congressional proscription, Cunlisouiion of 
tho property o( white men by thoir negro 
rulers will be sure to follow; and tho indirtnt 
confiscation will ho rnoro desiruoiiva than 
ccutisoatioQ oatri;;bt, Tho ruling cla«s, 
having DO property themselves, will look 
□ poo the transfer ol their sutyaot'a properly 
into their own po^soesion as ihe one gn at nnd 
of goverouient. With a peuiless nd^r.i J.e~ 
gislature to tas, and defenceless whita men 
to be taxed, the ieaae caooot long be dootit'- 
ful. lo every county tazefs will be Uid In 
tbe aame way by negroes. tip^D white men 
In tbe lowoa and oitiea negro oouDO:lmea will 
vote themselves large salaries, create unnec- 
essary offices for purpopes of plunder, and 
for like ends undert.iko enormcn^ jobs ul 
fanciful pnblic improvement. Jusiico ad* 
raioistered by negroes maizittrales will be a 
farce; redress ol wrongs will be impossit>le. 
Liberty of ouirage will ampiv secured. Tiie 
liiierly of death will be the only liberty 
secured to men whose crime ia that they 
were born whiio. 

Horrible ElTtct of Spiritualism. 

A young Philadelphinn named Winne* 

more niurdored an okl woman more than 
sixty years of age, last sjiriiig. lie cut 
her throat in her own house. On Thurs- 
day he .siifl'ered death for his bniial criiiu;. 
Wiiinemore was a spiritualist, deeply iiu 
lined with the superstitions and beliefs of 
that sect, and his conduct before his ex- 
ecution, and while on the scnff'ihl, showed 
to what a lieiyhtof lilaspliciiioiis fully the 
teachings of that creed can lead a de- 
praved mind. Unlike other criminals, 
who are worked up to a subl niely iisitu-'iing 
frenzy by reliuioui enthuHiasta and the cum- 
paasionate juilor with ids whisky ILislc o; 
opium pill. VVillemore waa salij 'eled to no 
ouiside infi .enceg. He rofu^^eJ tno Hlieml- 
anoa of clergy within hio Cell or upon iho 
scaffold, but he was atroog in bis own belief. 
He said he was glad to die, that be bad no 
(ear of death, and ppokein the moat flippant 
manner ol his e.^ecuiion, finying Ih.u before 
Ilia body waa cut do-vn ho would bo looltini! 
at it in tha spirit. Ho also saw and talked 
with angels, tho opirita of those ho bail 
known on earth, who, he said, wore waiting 
lo conduct him to hia " mansion abovo." 
Their "bright influences" continuiilly sur- 
rounded hira ; millions of ihem, "in uniform," 
thronged tlio coll of llio condemned niurilerer, 
and ''controlled" him. — Hut these super- 
stitions, which would if truly believed, have 
moved a gentler mind to pleasant eiiia- 
tions, served only to gratily tho roveiigu- 
lal anticipations of the murdoier of 
old Mrs iMagilton. lie predietoil lui would 
appear upon earth iiftir his deilh, and " I'll 
het," said hi), •' I'll m..ko District Attorney 
Man pull tho bedolothcs ovir hia bead." lie 
also vowed to harrass tbe newspaper reports 
era by appearing at their bedsides in the 
fpirit— evidently unawaro^hat these gentle- 
men never go to bed until diiylighl. Ill fact, 
he seomed anxious for death, that ho might 
put in e.i;ccution hia plans of tevuiigo, At 
tho gallows ho displayed the saino spirit, 
assorting bis inuuoeQce anil calling upon Uod 
to render him the juatice which be had been 
unable to secure from men. " Ah Christ 
died for a principle," aaid he in a llight of 
blaspheraaus imagination as ho utuud with 
the ropo about his neek, " so do 1 die. For 
mysoll 1 care nothing," With thia strango 
jumhio of malice and fiuporstilion, bravado 
and mock heroism, the blood-btuiiied criminal 
departed to lest tbe reality of tho spiritual 
vlaiona wbiob be aaW' or pretended to see; 
and we doubt wbotbor any one's sleep will 
bo disturbed by hia epiritual pruB-nce. Was 
this insanity? TbBhUpaiintondents'of three 
ioiiunu asylums petitioned for a respite, but 
Uovornor Geary would not hear ol it. It was 
moral insanity — groaa depravity oxoitfld by 
the lolly of spititaoliiiQ.— Jojton Post, ■ "

chargeof the amqaotol £93,470, Tbe un- 
fande'd' debt amounted to £7,956 800,01 
which £5 655,800 consisted of Excht;quer 
bills, involving a charge of £199,750, and 
£2,300,000 of Eqohequer booda, involving a 
charge of £87,250. Compared with tho pre- 
ceding year, the unfunded debt shows a re- 
duction of £230.900. Of the Exchequer 
bonds, £700,000, bearing 3^^ per cent, inter- 
est, become poyoble on the 8ih of November 
next, and £1,000.000, at 4 per oent , on the 
27tb of Mafoh^nezt, aVd'^fGOCOOO at 3^^ per 
cant., - on tho' I'Sth of i March, 1869 Tbe 
total amount of the national debt, funded and 
unlunded, is £777,497,804.— Z,OH(/on limes.
